2. (Currently Amended) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, 
wherein said confer e nc e call i s- es tabliohod using v oice communication link is a Voice 
over IP (VoIP) based voice communication^]] links. 

3. (Currently Amended) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, 
wherein said oonf e r e noo call is - e stablished us i n g voice communication link is a 
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telephony-based voice communication^]] linkffs]] occurring over a public switched 
telephone network (PSTN), 

4. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, wherein said voice 
conference call list specifies telephone numbers for said identified conference call nodes. 

5. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, wherein said voice 
conference call list specifies IP addresses for said identified conference call nodes, 

6. (Cutrently Amended) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, said 
inserting step further comprising: 

inserting in said IM/chat message a selectable symbol for initiating said voice 
confer e nce call communication link w ith said selected ones of said identified conference 
call nodes. 

7. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, said inserting step 
further comprising: 

inserting in said IM/chat message a plurality of selectable symbols, each said 
symbol for initiating a voice communications link with a selected one of said identified 
conference call nodes. 

8. (Currently Amended) The IM/chat communication method of claim 1, said 
inserting step further comprising: 

embedding computer program code in said IM/chat message, wherein said 
computer program code is executed responsive to a user selection of said displayed text 
or graphic svmboL wherein execution of sa jd computer progra m code c onfigured to 
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establis hes said -a-phiralitv of voice communications lin ks between said ooleoted on e s of 
said identified conforonoo ooll nodes tboroby ootobliohing said conf e r e no e call . 

9. (Currently Amended) An instant messaging or chat (IM/chat) 
communication method comprising the steps of: 

detecting within an IM message conveyed from a sender a voice conference 
identifier comprising a voice conference call list identifying conference call nodes-ie-aa 
IM/ohot messago roooivod by a recipient at a recipiont nodo ; 

responsive to detecting said voice conference identifier, displaying at least one 
selectable icon within an IM interface of a recipient: and 

responsive to a selection of said at least one selectable icon, executing a software 
program that o atabliohin g establishes a voice conference call between said recipient and 
said sender. solootod ones of said identified ■ oonforonoo onll nodes. 

10. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, wherein said 
displaying step displays a single icon and said estabUshing step establishes said voice 
conference call between said selected ones of said identified conference call nodes 
responsive to said selection of said single icon. 

11. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, wherein said 
displaying step displays a plurality of icons, each said icon corresponding to one of said 
voice conference call nodes, and wherein said establishing step establishes a voice 
communications link with said selected ones of said conference call nodes responsive to 
said selection of corresponding ones of said plurality of icons. 
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12. (Currently Amended) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, 
wherein said software program is embedded within said IM. said establishing step further 
comprising: 

extracting from said IM embedded software progra m computer program oode 
configured - to establish s aid voioo conference coll - betw e en said s e l e ct e d on es of said 
identifi e d conference coll nod e s; and 

re s ponsive to floid aolootion of said at l e ast one icon,, executing oaid embedded 

oomput e r program oode in order to o s tabliGh oaid voic e conf e r e nc e call . 

13. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, wherein said voice 
conference call list includes telephone numbers for said identified conference call nodes. 

14. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, wherein said voice 
conference call list includes IP addresses for said identified conference call nodes. 

15. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, wherein said voice 
conference call is established using Voice over IP (VoIP) based voice communications 
links. 

16. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, wherein said voice 
conference call is established using telephony-based voice communications links over a 
public switched telephone network (PSTN). 

17. (Original) The IM/chat communication method of claim 9, said establishing 
step further comprising: 
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responsive to said selection of said at least one icon, determining a telephone 
number or an IP address for said selected ones of said identified conference call nodes 
based on said voice conference call list- 

18. ( Currently Amended) An instant message included within a computer 
readable mediumc omprising: 

header information, said header information identifying a sending node and a 
recipient node; 

a message portion, said message portion displaying content from said sending 
node to said recipient node; and 

an attachment portion, said attach ment portion including a voice conference 
identifier comprising a voice conference call list specifying conference call nodes to be 
connected via a voice conference call, wherein said recipient node is a conference call 
nod e, wherein said voice conference identifier configured to be detected by an IM chat 
client, causing said IM chat client responsivelv displays a selectable item which when 
selected causes a software program to be executed that establishes a voice 
communication link among said conference call nodes . 

1 9. (Currently Amended) The instant message of claim 18, further comprising: 
said software program, which is embedded withi n the instant message embedd e d 

oomputer program codo, whoroin said computer program code in configured to establish a 
plurality of voioo communications links b e tw ee n selected - on e s of - said specifi e d 
eoafer e noo coll nodes thereby establishing aaid conference ooll . 

20. (Currently Amended) A maohino readable storage having stored thereon a 
computer program included within a computer readable medium, said computer program 
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having a plurality of code sections executable by a machine for causing the machine to 
perform the steps of: 

inserting in an instant message (IM) a voice conference identifier comprising a 
voice conference call list identifying conference call nodes; 

transmitting said IM from a sender t o a recipient at a recipient node; 

a recipient client detecting the voice conference i4entifier within the IM; 

responsive to the detecting ste p, an IM interface of the recipient displaying a user- 
selectable text or graphic symbol; and 

responsive to a user-selection of said displayed text or graphic symbol. 
automatically establishin g a voice communication link between the recipient and the 
sender.
